After a career unusual for the 
fullness both of its years and of 
activities, Judge Charles Clinton 
Nourse passed away on Sunday 
at the home of his son, Clinton 
C. Nourse, West Central Avenue. 
Judge Nourse was in his 88th 
year, and had played an import¬ 
ant part in many of the great 
events of the peiiod of his active 
life, especially in those affairs 
taking place in or concerning the 
state of Iowa. 

Native of Maryland 
Judge Nourse was born in the 
town of Sharpsburg, Mr., his fa¬ 
ther being a school teacher, in 
boyhood he lemoved to Ohio and 
j there grew to manhood. 

I In 1851 Judge Nourse gradu¬ 
ated from the law department of 
Transylvania University and be¬ 
gan the practice of law in Ohio. 
He decided to become something 
of a pioneer and within a year 
started for Iowa, going on the 
steamer by way of St. Louis, no 
railroads then reaching as far 
west as the Mississippi. He ar¬ 
rived at Burlington while the su¬ 
preme court of the state was in 
session there, formed the ac¬ 
quaintance of the judges who 
happened to be boarding at the 
same hotel, and was admitted to 
the bar of Iowa a day or two 
later. On the advice of the chief 
justice he went to Keo.sauqua, a 
county seat a few miles west, to 
locate for the practice of his 
profession. 

Holds First Office 
Taking an active part in pol¬ 
itics, the young attorney was a 
successful candidate for the of¬ 
fice of district attorney in 1852. 
Soon afterward he returned to 
Kentucky where his father was 
teaching, to take as his wife. 
Miss Rebecca A. Mc^Ieekin, to 
whom he had become engaged 
before starting west. 

Making ra])id progress in his 
profession as well as in politics, 
Judge Nourse was within a few 
years clerk of the house and sec¬ 
retary of the senate of the Iowa 
legislature, then meeting at Iowa 
City. He had been an ardent 
Whig and took an active part in 
the formative activities of the 
new Republican party, being a 
member of the first Republican 
state convention. 

Helped Nominate Lincoln 
In 1860 Judge Nourse was one 
of the Iowa delegates to the Re¬ 
publican convention which first 
nominated Lincoln for president 
It was one of his proudest mem¬ 
ories that he was one of the 
eight original Lincoln men in the 
convention and voted for him 
from the start until the nomina¬ 
tion was secured. 

The young attorney was nomi¬ 
nated that year for attorney 
general of the state and made a 
campaign in which he covered a 
lai'ge part of the state. He was 
an ardent abolitionist and made 
his campaign largely in behalf 
of the national ticket, both the 
state and national Republican 
tickets carrying Iowa by a big 
margin. 

Moves to Capital 
With the removal of the Iowa 
capital to Des Moines, Judge 
Nourse thought he saw greater 
opportunities than the meager 
practice of the country town, so 
in 1858 he removed to that city, 
which was his home for may 
eventful years. With the break¬ 
ing out of the war he offered 
for military service, but the lat¬ 
ter said he needed Judge Nourse 
in his position of Attorney Gen- 


leral more than he was needed in 
the army. 

In 1865 Mr. Nourse was ap¬ 
pointed by the governor to fill a 
vacancy as judge of the district 
coui t. In that position he made 
serious efforts to remedy some 
of the prevailing evils of the 
trial practice. Some of the evils 
are common yet, though the suc¬ 
cess which Judge Nourse had in 
expediting procedure in his own 
court showed what a great part 
the judge has in controlling such 
matters. 

Important Cases 

After serving a short time as 
district judge, ^Ii'. Nourse re¬ 
tired from official life to the pri¬ 
vate practice of law. For more 
than forty years he was in active 
practice, looming as one of the 
great figures of the Iowa bar. 

He was involved in some of 
the most important litigation of 
that period. In 1876 he was ac¬ 
corded the honor of being :7iade 
the Iowa orator at the Centen¬ 
nial exposition in Philadelphia. 

In his clear vision. Judge 
Nourse saw many years ago the 
evils of railroad influence in iroli- 
tics. He also supported prohibi¬ 
tion with the same kind of de¬ 
votion that inspired him in op¬ 
position to slavery. In consid¬ 
eration of any issue he always 
sifted out the moral principles 
involved and was certain to be 
found on the right sme. 

Retires from Practice 

Upon retiring from the active 
practice of law a few years ago. 
Judge Nourse came to Califor¬ 
nia. After trying various places 
he located in Sierra Madre. Here 
he was joined a year or two later 
by his only son, Clinton C. 
Nourse, with his wife and son. 
They have taken tender care of 
the venerable Judge through the 
period of his failing powers, un¬ 
til the waning strength failed 
and he passed peacefully away 
on Sunday. During the most of 
his residence in Sierra Madre 
Judge Nourse retained all the 
keenness of his brilliant mind 
which kept up a lively interest 
in all current alfairs, though his 
sight and hearing were slowly 
making it more difficult for him. 

His wife preceeded him in death 
about fifteen years ago. 

Judge Nourse united with the 
Methodist church in young man¬ 
hood and maintained an active 
connection until coming to Si¬ 
erra Madre. He was for many 
years superintendent of the Sun¬ 
day School of his home church 

Funeral services were held on 
Tuesday at the house. R e v. 
Stubbins. who had been his close 
companion and reader during a 
period of two years or more, had 
charge and spoke feelihg of the 
great privilege he had enjoyed 
in coming in contact with such 
a wonderful mind and character. 

Judge Stiles of South Pasa¬ 
dena si>oke feelingly of his life¬ 
long friend and associate, paying 
high ti'ibute to his public and 
private life. Judge Stiles was a 
member of the Iowa legislature 
and the author of a number of 
legal works, having been closely 
associated with him thoughout 
the active career of both. 

Final interment will be made 
in the family plot in Des Moines.

STRANGE CREEPERS OF THE DESERT 

California Outlook;—W ith never a drop to drink, most of the 
lizaids and snakes of tlie California desert live without water. 
Such is the suiprising assertion of Charles Lewis Camp of Siena 
Madre in a contribution from the Museum of Vertebrate Zoology 
of the University of California just issued by the University in its 
Publications in Zoology. The author is now doing advanced woik 
in Columbia University. He gathered the material in the present 
article while on a trip on the desert of the Southeni part of the 
State. 

Lizards that drop their tails, blind snakes, horned-toads that 
change color—such ai'e some of the curious cieatures Mi‘. Camp 
describes in this paper on “The Local Distribution and Habits oi 
the Amphibians and Reptiles of Southeastern California in the 
Vicinity of the Turtle Mountains.” 

An Arid E.xpanse 

To study the reptiles of the desert, Mr. Camp went out into 
the rugged hills known as the Turtle Mountains, stretching north 
for forty miles flom the San Bernardino-lliverside county line and 
lying thirty miles west of Parker, Arizona, which is on the Colo¬ 
rado River. 

This desert region is not subject to the low temperatures of most 
other parts of the United Stales; its summr temperatures are very 
high, by night and by day, its rainfall very scanty and sporadic, 
and the humidity is so low and the air movements so abundant that 
a high rate of evaporation exists. 

The Mojave desert is higher and colder, and the Death X'alley 
Region, which is also colder, is more enclosed. Because ol this 
heat and dryness, nowhere else in the United States are lizards so 
numerous and so vai’ied. Most of the desert creatures need no 
water, but coyotes, badgers, bobcats, bighorn and quail, the bats, 
birds, bees and wasps, find an exceedingly scanty watei' supply 
from a few feeble but lasting springs in the laiger canyons or in 
“tanks”—pot-holes shaded by the surrounding dills. 

Tadpole’s Dental Sufficiency 

Despite the scanty water supply, tadpoles of the spotted toad 
were found at the end of May in a water hole live miles Irom the 
nearest permanent stream. The tadpole’s teething must be an un¬ 
dertaking, for he has three lower labial rows, containing more than 
275 teeth, some sixty more in the upper lip, and eighty or ninety 
more in the lower lip. 

The desert tortoise digs burrows from two to eight feet long. 
This tortoise’s usual gait is about twenty feet a minute. When one 
meets another, it nods its head rapidly up and down, as if in salu¬ 
tation; sometimes noses ai’e touched, or two males batter against 
each other, head on, neither doing any damage to an oponent ex¬ 
cept ocassionally to turn him on his back. 

Some captured by Mr. Camp grazed contentedly on the lawn, 
never opened their mouths to bite, and became so used to human 
surroundings that they persued their accustomed activities with 
people about them. The older tortoises are a favorite delicacy 
among the Idians and the Mexican section hands. 

Iguanas and Sand Lizards 

The desert iguana, a long-nosed, large tailed lizard, is "phyto- 
phagus”—that is, it browses on leaves, foraging in the foliage of 
the bushes. 

The ocellated sand lizard lives in the belts of wind-blown sand 
(There ai'e places in the Turtle Mountains where the line 
sand has been driven up clear over the mountains, and blown in 
white cascades down their eastern slope.) The lizard scurries 
over the fine sand leaving a cloud of dust in its wake. It can bury 
itself quickly, using its shovel-like snout to “swim” its way into 
the sand by moving the head from side to side. Its eyelids are 
fringed and meet tightly, and the nostrils are collapsible. Its 
striking color-patterns in strong light so harmonize with the l^ufl 
tint of the sand that the lizard is seldom detected until it begins to 
move. 

The gridiron-tailed lizard often walks with its tail curved over 
its back. Mr. Camp saw one of these lizards run ninety feet in 
four seconds, which is at the rate of about 15 miles an hour. It 
sometimes springs a foot or more to sieze a tempting insect. The 
Bailey collared lizard can clear obstacles up to two feet in height 
with great leaps. The leopard lizard, the swiftest of North Ameri¬ 
can desert reptiles, haunts the river plains and sandy places and 
cannibalistically swallows smaller lizards whole. 

The Clumsy Chuckwalla 

The chuckwalla is clmsy and vegetarian. Having rather hee¬ 
bie powers of locomotion, it depends for safety upon hiding itself 
in the rocks. If gently rubbed on the belly it will assume a rigid 
hypnotic posture, and so remain for half an hour without moving. 
When it takes refuge in a cranny in the rocks, it inflates itself, so 
that it becomes too lai’ge to be pulled out through hole by which it 
entered. The desert Indians solve the problen by puncturing the 
chuckwalla’s side with a sharpened wire, in order to deflate it. 
Then they pull it out to make a savory repast. 

The long-tailed swifts are bush-frequenting lizards, climbing 
up into the creosote bushes, among the squaw-tea, and on the 
branches of the smoke-trees in the washes. They like to sun them¬ 
selves on the topmost twigs of bushes, hanging motionless, head 
downward. A nearly white male, held in Mr. Camp’s hand, changed 
rapidly in two or three minutes lo yellowish, with black cross¬ 
bands on the back, the originally light greenish ventral patches be¬ 
came blue, and a yellow spot appeared under the throat. 

The rough-scaled lizard lives among boulders and eats cater¬ 
pillars, ants and leaves. In the stomach of a single desert horned- 
toad were found 145 red-headed ants, all swallowed whole, a num¬ 
ber of worms and insects, and one pebble. The desrt night lizard 
was found afhong the tree-yuccas. The desert whip-tailed lizards 
seem almost devoid of fear when feeding. Mr. Camp saw them 


come into a room wiien several people were about. When annoyed, 
they burrow with their forefeet. 

Few Snakes Found 

Half a dozen snakes were studied by Air. Camp, but in com¬ 
parison with lizaids iie found tlie snakes of tne Colorado desert 
few in number of individuals, r’or the first time in California lie 
found tlie 'lexas brown snake, in the rocky hills near Blythe Junc¬ 
tion. He found a docile little desert burrowing snaKe on tlie 
gravel plains south ol Blythe Junction, caked witli clay, as lliough 
it had just emerged from the soil. He found a Boyle king snake 
and tells of another observed trying to swallow head-lirst a har¬ 
vest mouse. 

The red racer is far the swiftest of all desert snakes ana is the 
most genei ally distributed snake of the Coioraao desert, occurring 
on mountain and plain alike. 

Three palid rattlesnakes were found in rocky washes, and one 
side-winder or horned I’attlesnake. It has been contended that 
the side-winder is exclusively nocturnal in its nabits, but individ- 
uals were found at Needles and near Blythe Junction clo.sely coiled 
in a symmetrical pattern and partly buried, right out in the noon¬ 
day sun of midsummer. 

This account by Mr. Camp of the desert lizards, toads and 
snakes is a part of the valuable work which the University of Cali¬ 
fornia Museum of Vertebrate Zoology is doing in gathering a great 
collection of the birds, mammals and reptiles of the I’acific Coast 
and in publishing scientific iiapers by the members of its staff on 
this richly varied animal life. The Univeisity of Califoi nii Puli- 
lications in Zoology have now l eached a total of .sixteen vc liimes. 


ORDINANCE NO. 218 


AN ORDINANCE REG V I. A T I N G 
THE SALE OF BREAD AND 
FI.XING THE .STANDARD OF 
WEIGHTS THEREFOR. 


The BoartI of Trustees of the City 
of Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1. It shall be unlawful 
for anv' person, firm or corporation to 
make or manufacture or to sell, ex¬ 
pose or offer for sale or cause or per¬ 
mit to be made or manufacturcu or 
sold, ex|)osed or offered for sale with¬ 
in the City of Sierra Madre any bread 
unless such bread eonforms to the 
standard of weights as fixed by this 
ordinance except as herein otherwise 
provided. 

.SEC'l’KfN 2. The standard weight 
of all loaves of bread manufaetured 
for sale within the Cit'- of Sierra 
Madre or sold oxposeil or offered for 
sale within the City of Sierra Madre 
shall he, when baked, res|)eetively, 
twelve (12) ounee.s, twenty-four (24) 
ounces, thrity-six (DC) ounces, forty- 
eight (48) ounces, sixty (60) ounces 
or seventy-two (72) ounces, avoirdu¬ 
pois weight, [irovided, however, that 
the provisions of tliis onlinanee shall 
not apply to the manufacture or sale 
of crackers, pretzels, biscuits, buns, 
scones or rolls or to the manufacture 
or sale of any loaf of fancy bread 
weighing less than four (4) ounces, 
avoidupois weight, or to any bread 
which is sold, exposed or offered for 
.sale as “stale bread.” 

SECTION 2. The standiuxl weight 
as herein (irovided shall he detirmined 
by the average weight of not le.s.s 
than twent" (20) loaves, weighed up¬ 
on the premises where such bread is 
manuLictured, within eight hours af¬ 
ter such loaves are baked. A tolerance 
of two (2) ounces, avoirdupois weight, 
above the standard wcifht as herein 
fixed, shall be allowed on any or all 
twelve (12) ounce loaves, and a toler¬ 
ance of four (4) ounces, avoirdupois 
weight, above the standard weight as 
herein fixed, shall be allowed on any 
or all twenty-four (241. thirty-six 
(.‘(6), forty-cin-ht (48). sixtv (GO) or 
seventv-two (72) ounce loaves. 

SECTION 4. T h e S e a I e r 0 f 
Weights and Measures for the county 
of I.o.s Angeles and hi.s deputies are 
hereby authorized and empowered to 
enforce the provisions of this ordin¬ 
ance, and for th.'it purpose said Sealer 
of Weights and Measures and his tle|)- 
uties may enter any room or place 
where bread i.s manufactured or sold 
or olTered or exposed for sah' in the 


Cit'' of Sierra Madre and weigh any' 
bread found therein. I 

.SECTION i). It shall he i nlawfu! i 
for any person to prevent o ■ to at¬ 
tempt to prevent said Sc iler of 
Weights and M easures or his leputies 
from enloring any such room 'ir place 
or to interfere in any many vith the ! 
said Sealer of vVeights and Afeasures ! 
or his deputies in the performance* of 
his duties as > rovided in tlii.s ordin- 
auee. 

SECTION 6. Any person, firm or ^ 
corporation violating any of liie pro- ' 
visions of this ordinance shall be , 
deemed guiltv of a misdeameanor, ; 
and, upon conviction thereof, shall he 
punishable by a line of not more than 
fifty ($.70.00) dollars or by imprison¬ 
ment III the County Jail for a period 
ol' not more than thirty (i’.Oi days. 

.SECTION 7. That the Ciiy Clerk 
shall certify to the adoption of this 
ordinance and sliall eau.se the same to 
be pulilislied oiico in the “Sierra Ma¬ 
dre News,” a weekly newsiia.ier jiub- 
lislied and circulated in the City of 
.Sierra Madre, .ind hereby de dgnated 
for that pur|)ose, ami from aod after 
lliirty d.iys fnrn such puhlici tion the 
.same shall take clfect and he .n force. 

The foregoing ordinance w is adop¬ 
ted at a rei’-ular meeting of the 
Itoard of Tru.itees of the City of 
.Sierra Madre held on the 28tii day of 
December.
